As one of the results of the closing of the 
doors of the Traders’ Bank, H. Zimmernian 
& Co., cloak manufacturers and jobbers, 
were yesterday forced to the wall. About 1 
o’clock judgments were entered up against 
the firm and Harold Zimmerman and Charles 
S. Bloch, who compose the copartnership, in 
favor of the following: Morris Unger, $1,500; 
Louis Punch, trustee, $7,735.50; Hugo Meyer 
& Co., $16,568.78; Marshall Field & Co., 
$11,849.21; and Isaac Kronberg, $5,000. Later 
in the day a bill to dissolve partner- 
ship was tiled by Charles 8. Bloch 
against his partner, Zimmerman, and 
under it Judge Shepard  appointea 
Isaac H. Myers receiver in bonds of 850,000. 
The receiver immediately took possession of 
the assets of the firm, 1 the Sheriff, 
who was in possession virtue ot the 
executions issued on the 102 gmeuts pre vious- 
ly confessed. 

The bill for dissolution and a receiver re- 
cited that the firm was embarrassed, and 
under pressure of creditors nad been induced 
to sign judgment notes to some of their cred- 
itors; that the firm had a large amount of 
money in the Traders’ Bank, against which 
before the failure of the bank they had 
drawn checks which were still outstanding 
in the hands of unknown es; that if the 
assets are sacrificed at Sheriff’s sale there 
will be great loss to many creditors, while if 
they can be preserved and sold to advantage 
nearly all the liabilities can be met.

THEY SETTLED AT ONE-SIXTY. 


The Last of the Big September Wheat 
*‘Deal—Clifton’s Creditors. 

“Old Hutch’s” famdus September deal is 
closed. The last of the trades were settled 
yesterday and the price was $1.60. These 
were the terms insisted on by Mr. Hutchin- 
son and the shorts accepted them. The total 
settled yesterday was 116,000 bushels, 40,000 
of which belongedto the Clifton account. 
The men to whom Clifton was short came up 
and settled at that figure and must now look 
to Clifton to square themseives. 

Outside of the Clifton account there was 
76,000 bushels settled, and of this there was 
one lot of 15,090 bushels, one of 10,000, and 
the rest all 5,000 lots, with the exception of 
the odd 1,000 bushels. That was sold by the 
kindergarten crowd on a biuff at 983 cents 
and represents an extensive loss for so smail 
a quantity. 

„Old Hutch” has been willing ali along to 
settle all the deals, with one excepuon, at 
$1.60, and the struggle has been to get him to 
accept that figure for the one party left out.

“We are doing our utmost to get men of 
good character. The ciass which has thus 
far offered itself is exceptionally fine.” 

Do you expect losses through dishonesty?”’ 

„We must take our chances.”’ 

„And when will the cables start?” 

“That: is weak point. We are not 
ready for cables at present, and we cannot 
start them until we have trained menin the 
grip cars.“ 

“When will you get the trained men“ 

„We are getting them now.“ 

“From what places?” : 

„ Philadelpuia and Kansas City.” 

How soon will you have enough?” 

“We cannot venture to predict. This, 
however, is certain: that the cable cars will 
not be running Monday. Some days will un-

GOING TO FIGHT IT OUT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 6.—[Special|— 
With the detachment of gripmen who left 
here tonight for Chicago to take the places of 
the strikers depart nearly all the men who 
are immediately available. if the traction 
company parts with many more men it will 
be crippled at this end of the line and lay 
itself open to a strike here for an adherénce 
to the twelve-hour rule, which subject is now 
being agitated.

The men who resigned friday are not 
pleased with the reports of new men being 
employed. They doubt the trutn of the re- 
ports. They say that if it was true that one 
hundrea and fifty men had been employed by 
1 o’clock there would have been an attempt 
torun the cars, as the charter of the com- 
pany reguires that one car must be run every 
twenty-four hours. Mr. Threedy acknow!l- 
edged the force of such an argument, but 
says that in the event of such an occurrence 
as the present the company could not be ex- 
pected to run cars.

LIABILITY FOR DAMAGES, 

A law passed at the last session of the 
General Assembly provides that when any 
building or other real and personai property, 
except property in transit, shall be destroyed 
or injured in consequence of any mob or riot 
composed of twelve or more persons the city, 
or if not in the city, then the county in whicn 
such property is destroyed, shall be liable to 
an action by or in behalf of the party whose 
property was thus destroyed or injured for 
three-fourths of the damages sustained by 
reason thereof. 


No person or mcorporation shall be enti- 
tled to recover in any such action if it shall 
appear in the trial thereof that such de- 
structon or injury of property aforesaid 
was occasioned by or im any 
way aided or sanctioned or permit 
ted by the carelessness, neglect, or wrong- 
ful act of such person or corporation, nor 
shall any person or corporation be entitled to 
recover any damages for any destruction or 
injury of property as aforesaid uniess such 
party shall have used all reasonable dili- 
gence to prevent such damage.“ 

A further section provides that: It 
shail be lawful for the city or county 
against which a judgment for damages shall 
be recovered under the provisions of this act 
to bring action against any person partici- 
pating-in said mob or riot for the recovery of 
the amount of said judgment and costs, and 
such action shall not fail by reason of too 
many or too few 3 defendants being 
named therein. e same shail to ail intents 
and purposes be treated a8 an action of tres- 
pass brought by the owners of such prop- 


erty.

AT THEIR HEADQUARTERS | 


THE STRIKERS ESTABLISH THEM- 
SELVES IN A VACANT STORE. 


Views of the Men as to the Probable Dua- 


ration of the Trouble—A Belief That the 


Company Will Yield—Pitching Pennies 
to Pass the Time—Mr. Christie Replies 
to Mr. Yerkes’ Statement—The Railroad 
President Denounced. 


The strikers opened headquarters early in 
the day at No. 237 Lincoln avenue, alarge 
vacant store serving the purpose admirably. 
A dozen heavy planks and a number of nail 
kegs made the seats. Three chairs and a 
table for Secretary Browning completed the 
furniture which, while not luxurious, was 
voted by the boys to be “good enough for 
anybody.“ 0 

A more jolly, good-natured crowd never 
entered on a strike. There were no down- 
cast faces among the hundreds that met and 
canvassed the situation. There was little 
of bravado or recklessness, neither were the 
men disposed to underestimate the gravity 
of the occasion. The die had been cast, and 
and with cheerful confidence they prepared 
to await the outcome. 

Some one proposed a game of “ pitching 
pennies,” and about twenty of the strikers 
invested their spare change in this game of 
chance. A stoical German driver lost 11 cents 
and then retired in deep thought. In about 
fifteen minutes he returned and reéntered 
tne game. At the second throw he won. For 
half an hour he won every second or third 
throw. Then a Larrabee street conductor 
made a discovery. The penny pitched by the 
Teuton was covered with moiasses. A halt 
was called and an investigation ordered. 
“Fritz” was found guilty and sentenced to 
buy the cigars. He did so ana was still a 
good winner. A rule was passed barring 
molasses or any similar substance, and the 
game went on. 

Early in the morning a committee was ap- 
pointed to canvass the West and South pides 
for first-class conveyances. Chairman Teas- 
dale was confident that a supply of ’buses and 
express wagons could be obtained equal to 
all demands. a 

During the afternoon the headquarters 
were crowded with conductors and drivers 
from the West Side. To a man they promised 
that their association would order an imme- 
diate strike. They requested the strikers to 
appoint a committee to attend the all-night 
session of the West Division Conductors’ 
and Drivers’ Association. After a cansuita- 
tion between several members of the Execu- 
tive Committee the following committee was 
appointed for that purpose: Matt Hoffman, 
Lincoln avenue; Michael Donnellan, Halsted 
street; George Hamill, Garfield avenue; Mar- 
tin Burns, Larrabee street; and Albert Drew, 
Fullerton avenue. 

The following telegram was proudly ex- 
hibited by Secretary Browning:

It is safe to say that 
there will be little weakening among the 600 
men who voluntarily severed their connec- 
tion with President Yerkes’ road. 

A story was circulated which caused gen- 
eral merriment. It relates to the way in 
which the Mooney & Boland detectives were 
landed at the Lincoln avenue barns. Before 
sunrise a heavy wagon rattied along Lincoln 
avenue. The vehicle was of the class 
known as a sawdust wagon. A heavy piece 
of canvas was stretched over the elevated 
sides. This was an unusual adjunct toa saw- 
dust wagon and aroused the suspicion of a 
watchful striker, who followed it to the 
barns. He was not greatly surprised when 
half a dozen armed men raised the canvas 
and sprang to the ground. He told the inci- 
dent with many variations to attentive 
crowds of listeners. 

„Bless their little hearts,” said a driver, 
“we would not harm a hair of their heads.” 


INDIGNANT AT MR. YEREES. 


The President's Statement Irritates the 
Men—Mr. Christie Replies. 

The strikers were indignant at some asper- 
sions in the statement of Mr. Yerkes in the 
morning papers. They denounced the street- 
car magnate in unmeasured terms. Mr. 
Christie said: 

„Mr. Yerkes seems to lay great stress on 
the refusal of our men five years ago 
to accept the ‘swing car’ system. 
He seeks to prejudice the public against us 
on that score and in other ways wants to 
shift on us the odium which attaches to the 
management of the North Side company. 
The facts in reference to the refusal to ac- 
cept the ‘swing’ system are these: When 
Mr. Swinarton proposed it he did so with 
conditions that it was impossible for us to 
accept. It was a “swing” system which 
would give us a long day and a short one 
sixteen hours for a man one day and twelve 
the next. Who would not obdject to 
such a system on a day pay 
plan! Besides, Mr. Swinarton wanted 
to take from the drivers and conductors the 
seats on the backs and fronts of the cars. 
The protest against this was general. Mr. 
Yerkes ignores all those circumstances. He 
says that from the time the men tormed 
themselves into associations the discipline 
has grown less. Those statements will not 
stand investigation. The purpose is to con- 
vey the idea that our labor organization has 
given us such overweening confidence in our- 
selves that we are disposed to be insolent. 
This is by implication a reflection oa la- 
bor organizations generally. On the 
same reasoning the South Bide 
conductors and those of the West Side 
ought to be insolent and lacking in polite- 
ness. There are no complaints on that score. 
It is the observation of citizens who are un- 
prejudiced that labor organizations give dis- 
cipline, and I don’t think the North Side 
conductors are less polite than their brethren 
of the other sides. When Mr. Yerkes says 
that the men who are now out ona strike 
have been along time in the employment of 
his company he refutes his own statement. 
He would not have kept us on if the charges 
made against us were true. It may be that 
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and professional agitators, 1s all rank non- 
sense. There are no labor or other agitators 
connected with our organization.

Are such charges justi- 
fied on the part of a man who rejects our of- 
fer of arbitration on all the questions in dis- 
pute in a communication which is published 
for the purpose of holding us up to public 
odium. and transferring to us the blame 
which properly belongs to the management 
of the street car company?

THE CASE OF PROF, GEFFCEKEN, 


Bismarck Pushing the Prosecation with a 
Relentiess Hand.

Bern, Oct. 6.—Bismarck is pushing tne 
case against Geffcken with the utmost power 
and in his usual relentless way. Geffcken’s 
wife is neariy frantic. She tried to see Bis- 
marck and plead for mercy, and also sent 
him a long dispatch to Friedrichsrune, but 
the Iron Chancellor would not be moved. 
Statesmen who have known him for years 
never saw him so angry as he is now. It is 
well known here that Bismarck once threat- 
ened to resigu when the Emperor was re- 
luctant to give his consent to the publication 
of his letter. The Emperor would never 
have done so if he had not felt con- 
vinced the diary as published was a 
forgery. The official papers are denouncing 
Geffcken asa traitor and inveterate hater 
of German unity. lf things get serious his 
friends will try to prove him insane. The 
case will be tried before the Supreme Court 
of Germany and promises to be a sensation. 
It may turn out to be a two-edged sword for 
Bismarck, as the diary is no doubt genuine, 

The sensation which has been. vaused by 
the arrest of Geffcken.is rendered greater 
by recoliection of his past career of honor. 
He was born 1n 1830 in Hamburg, and studied 
law in the various universities. He then de- 
voted himself to the diplomatic service, act- 
ing as Secretary of the Hanseatic Legation 
in Paris from 185% to 1806. He 
lived in Berlin first as Hanseatic Chargé 
d' Affaires and then Minister Resident, in 
which latter capacity he was transferred to 
London, whence, after a lapse of two years, 
he returned to Hamburg and was a member 
of the Senate till 1872. For the next nine 
years he filled the chair of Public and Inter- 
national Law in Strasburg. Finally he re- 
turned again to his nutive city, there 
to devote himself to discussing public 
questions, on which he nks as 
one of the first professional authorities in 
Germany in the field of international and 
coustitutional questions. Geffckein has writ- 
ten, among other things, on the Alabama 
question, the tion of the Po 
and the frelations of Church an 
State, while his name is familiar 
in Engiand as a frequent contributor on Ger- 
man politics to London magazines. He has 
also written and edited several works relat- 

to international law, including Marten’s 

well known Guide Diplomatique, while his 
chief essays and treatises have been trans- 
lated into most European languages.

It was solely the personai inter- 
vention of the Czar, Alexander IL, that pre- 
vented the German armies from invading 
France in 1875. Prince Bismarck’s emissary, 
M. De Radowitz, utterly failed to convince 
Alexander IL that the sole durable peace be- 
tween the nations of Europe depended upon 
the di smemberment of France. Similar over- 
tures made by Prince Bismarck to the present 


Czar also feil to the ground. Nations, like 


business-men, will never make a bargain un- 
leas they are to have some consideration for 
it. Germany can offer Russia no adequate 
compensation for the disadvantages that 
would accrue to her by her acquiescence in 
the creation of a stronger Germany or a 
weaker France. But, as the late M. Kaikoff 
once pointed out to the Czar, the case would 
be different if England were substituted for 
France. It is now upon this basis that a 
complete understanding has been reached 
between Germany and Russia.

Papers Read at the Great Congress of the 
Church of Engiand la Manchester That 


congress held here during the week closed 
today. The most sensational paper read was 
one by Canon Luckeck, arguing that there is 
an intermediate state after death for the 
faithful where they undergo a process of 
restoration or development towards per- 
fection. Prayers for the dead, he explained, 
were only held to be of service to those 
who had died in the faith. There are, however, 
possibilities for the heathen inthe inter- 
mediate state, for it is not to be believed, in 
spite of the declaration of the Scripture, 
that the whole heathen worid will be con- 
signed to perdition. The Rey. Canon sug- 
gested that the ignorant who livad in Chris- 
tian lands will in this intermediate state 
stand in the same category as heathens 
proper, but there will be no chance for will- 
ful unbelievers. For them there is no 
restoration or return. 

Another paper, read with greas effect by 
its author, Archdeacon Farrar, repudiated 
the old-fashioned. notions about future pun- 
ishment. According to such notions the 
vast majority of mankind, dying in unre- 
pentant sin, passed after life into the lake of 
fire and brimstone, where they were tortured 
with inconceivable agonies in material flame, 
and these endless millienniums of venge- 
ance weng reckoned from the moment 
of deatii Within living memory this 
was the orthodox view. Eleven years ago, 
however, in Westminster Abbey, he venturea 
to repudiate these views and he repudiated 
them still. The rumor had been industri- 
ously circulated he had changed his mind. 
He had not in any particular, but he re- 
joicea to see evidences that thousands of 
sincere Christians had changed their minds 
upon this tremendous subject. At first, day 
by day and week by week, the most a 
ing anathemas were heaped upon him, but 
now the old doctrine in its naked horror was 
5 ead. Various authorities were 
quoted by the Archdeacon to support his 
belief in a future which shall not be one of 
eternal retribution.

He 
went to Kings College and Middlesex Hospi- 
tals and asked for specimens, and merely said 
he was willing to pay well if he could not get 
them otherwise. The statement that he of- 
ered £20 each or named any other large sum 
seems to be a delusion of the Coroner. These 
facts were given the policejby an eminent Lon- 
don physician, who saw a great deai of the 
Philadeiphian when he was here, but would 
only divulge the information on a written 
‘guarantee from Sir Charles Warren that 
neither his name nor the name of the physi- 
cian in question should be given to the pup- 
lic.

ANOTHER DEATH-DEALING AGENT. 


Experiment by the Naval Ordnance Board 
with the Auto-Mobile Torpedo. 

New York, Oct. 5.—[Special.}—The Naval 
Ordnance Board witnessed an experiment 
with the automobile torpedo at College 
Point, L. L, today. The new torpedo is the 
result of the work of George E. Haight and 
William H. Wood, and is propelled by car- 
bonic acid gas and controlled by electricity. 
It is a harmless looking implement and re- 
sembies two immense cigars, one on top of 
the other but separated by a space of about 
three feet. Joining the “cigars” to each 
other are four knife-iike stanchions. There 
is a propeller at the rear and on top is a 
rudder. From the hollow shaft of the pro- 
peller hangs a heavy coil of wire. This wire 
is in turn connected with an electric battery 
and a keyboard. Fore and aft, on top of the 
upper cylinder, are two ‘flags, used to denote 
to the operator on shore or on shipboard the 
locaton of the so-called controllable, auto- 
mobile torpedo’ while it is swiftiy ghding 
on ite errand of destruction. The navy-yara 
tug Nina was anchored behind a great t 
three-quarters of a mile from shore. e 

o was fired. It covered the distance 
in than three minutes, tore through the 
netting defense of the tug, and smashed that 
vessel. The experiment was regarded as 
having been successful.

The Norwegian Bark Mardi Drifting About 
with All Hands Down with the Fever.

tween the Crows, Sioux, Piegans, 
Ventres, which bave broken out again, are 
not likeiy to prove serious, and the sending 
of Troop D of the First Cavalry from 
Fort Custer to Bull Mountain was merely a 
precautionary measure. From time un- 
memorial these four tribes have stolen horses 
trom each other, and their respective war 
parties have met in mortal combat in conse- 
guence thereof. Such indeed has 
been the only high school through which the 
young aspirant could graduate to the bonors 
of a full-fledged brave and warrior. 
But within the last decade these 
marauding expeditions have become 
scarce, and have almost entirely ceased be- 
tween the Sioux, Piegap, and Gros Ventres. 
All three of these tribes, however, continue 
to lay unlawful contributions in horses upon 
the more wealthy Crows, among whom many 
heads of families number their stock by the 
hundreds. As the Crows are a brave people, 
they invariably retaliate in a swift and re- 
lentless manner. 

The Crows have an excellent reputation 
among other tribes for their cunning, crafty 
skill ana bravery in war. With the whites, 
as a rule, they have been friendly, and since

1876 have rendered valuable service to the 
Government as enlisted scouts. At present 
they are better armed and better mounted 
than any other tribe of [ndians. 

Their low standard oi chastity is illustrat- 
ed by their prevalent custom of rounding 
out hospitality to a stranger occupying the 
host’s tepee. A wife’s honor has often by 
them been bartered for a blanket; but it is 
only fair to say that of late years these cus- 
toms have become more and more infrequent 
than they formerly were. | 

The Crows have a sun dance of their own, 
as it differs essentially from that of the Sioux 
and other tribes. The dance originates in a 
spirit of revenge, and through it they seek 
to secure the assistance of the Supreme Be- 
ing in carrying out their plans for venge 
ance, and in prosecuting their wars and 
horse-stealing expeditions. 

Besides the strings by which the dancer is 
fastenea through the sinews of the chest and 
back to a lon le, the brave endeavors to 
produce uck by mutilating himself 
with knives in many parts of the ey Some 
of the young men fasten buffalo heads to the 
muscles of the back and dance themselves 
free and through and about camp. 

Their legends say that God made them first 
of all human beings, the other Indians next, 
and the white man at the last as a punish- 
ment for some offense. 

How much bodily pain one of these Crow 
warriors can undergo I witnessed in 
near this post. It was in the fall of that year 
when the Hon. Carl Schurz (the then Secre- 
tary of the Interior) visited the captured 
Sioux and — — near Fort Keogh. The 
honorable gen desired to observe the 
natives at one of their dances and feasts, 
and Gen. Mi our commanding officer, con- 
ducted him to the neighboring encampment. 
The writer accompanied the party, which 
went an horseback. As we neared the spot 
we beheld several hundreds of Indians 

quatted down on tne singing, shout- 
ing, and drumming. They were not dancing 
just then, but were enjoy a star perform- 
ance by a solitary warrior—a Crow Indian— 
something of an excruciatingiy humerous 
character—a highly-seasoned and palatable 
side-dish in the feast, so to speak. 

The stalwart Crow stood in the centre of 
the circle, entirely naked with the exception 
of the proverbial breech-cloth; the blood was 
streaming froma hundred gashes which he

was self-inflicting upon chest, shoulders, ab- 
domen, arms, and legs with shar ged 
knives, handed to him alternately by some 
of the Sioux and Cheyenne braves. 

The sight was too much for the somewhat 
sensitive organization of the fastidious Sec- 
retary, and, giving his horse the spurs, he 
soon escaped m the disgusting s cle. 
The attending Indians enjoyed the perform- 
ance hugely, for they were chat away 
and laughing gayly while the horrilfie and 
certainly painful mutilation was ing on. 
The interpreter informed me that it was an 
atonement ceremony on the part of the Crow, 
who had in the preceding winter milled a 
Sioux. From the same source 1 learned aft- 
erward that the hightof the festivity was 
reached by the audience when the performer 
finally permitted his body to be washed with 
vinegar, after which he indulged in fits and 
convulsions, *

best brains and handled by trained experts. 

The only ciass that yet retains the badge 
of servitude in its name of servant girl de- 
serves the utmost consideration at the hands 
of women well todo, for what other class 
has us upon such a van und? 
w 1 believe that the tendency of the 
time is toward such a scientific rectification 
of household duties as will render the office

WOMAN'S PART IN LEGISLATION. 


With Organization and Eatnestness What 
Good Is There She Cannot Do? 

Society and government are two circles 
which interplay like rainbows round a fount- 
ain, and that fountain is the home. Women 
in league or council will bring their united 
power to bear wherever in the operation of 
an unjust law, whether it be of custom or of 
legislauon, any woman 1s defrauded of her 
right. Let us picture them inaction: The 
Municipal Council is in session: but the 
Bourd ot Directors of the Woman's Council 
is in session also; it represents not some sin- 
gie, isolated, and comparatively unio fluential 
society, but the united forces of Chicago's 
organized womanhood. We want an ordi- 
nance giving better protection to shop and fac- 
tory girls; providing more carefully for their 
physical health, comfort, and convenience, 
guarding them 80 far 4s possible from moral 
disaster and disease. Through our office 
secretary we have sent out petitions to 
every woman’s society in the city asking for 
this ordinance and pledging its enforcement 
by means of women rs from our own 
number who will s@rye without fee or re- 
ward. The petitions ‘Gome back signed by 
tens of thousands. reputable employers 
are with us in this ort wage- 
workers of the city are well pleased to have 
our help, hence the ¥oting majority that 
— and unmakes City Councils is on our 
side. 

WOMAN TO ENFORCE THE LAWS. 

Thus panoplied with the power of organ- 
ization ot uumbers of a majority among the 
voters, and, best of all, pleading a cause that 
tends toward human brotherhood, the Wom- 
en’s Council goes before the City Council 
and wins the day. But without the law- 
enforcer back of the law dit is like a rusty 
sword ima still. more rusty scabbard. A- 
ready the workine-piris of Chicago have far 
much more law upon their side than is 
utilized for their defense. But there has 
been noeye to pity and no hand to save. 
Now you are here, the women whose opulent 
and forceful lives have been fed froma 
thousand springs of opportunity and biess- 
ing; you are here with the arrest of thought 
in yout brains and Ba — — of human- 
ity in your hearts; let us solid weight 
and total ntem of —— 


m orgun- 
ized 2 upon the problem of 
a better and a happier life for working-girls. 
For one I promise, overwhelmed with cares 
and duties as I am, to give one afternoon in 
the week as an inspector to see that the 
laws we have and mean to for. these 
women are carried into execution. Nor do I 
see anything generfiis about the offer. It 
will help me as mu6& as it can possibly help 
those to whom 1 minister. In the spiritual 
as well as the material realm, action and re- 
action are equal. Working along large lines 
as a reformer I covet the opportunity to come 
face to face with those in whose interest I 
have tried to toil. The warm hand-clasp, the 
gentle grebting, the tear of sympathy I want 
to give them all, not for the girls’ sake only, 
but also to make me metlower hearted as the 
swift vears roll on. I hope the reply is apoc- 
ryphal that I once heard attributed to Charles 
Sumner when he was asked by Julia’ Ward 
Howe to help a littie colored girl, and said: 
„Madam. bring no individual cases to me, for 
I am consecrated to the upilif of a race.” 
Surely this 1s not the spirit of His life who 
went about doing good to the lowly and for- 
gotten. And we, gong straight 
those who need our help, shail 
a thousand ways of helping that we 
do not dream of now. while the 
public sentiment we can arouse and educate 
will wonderfully hasten the betterday. We 
must be willing to go forward upon this un- 
tried pathway just a step ata time. The 
whole question of tenement-house misery 
Will open before us, and we shali yet find 
remedies; the unutterable blem of 
Chicago’s haunts of infamy be under- 
stood and studied as it has not been before; 
the right of workingmen to one day in seven 
for rest; the e right to outlaw the 
liquor saloon as well as the gambling saloon; 
these and cognate forms of philanthropy 
will claim our courage and devotion. 

THE GLORIOUS POSSIBILITIES. 

Think for a moment ol all this upon a larger 
scale. When each village, town, and city of 
our State shall bave its league or council of 
good women they can do for their lovalities 
what we hope to do for ours. But we must 
set them the example. As President of the 
Women’s National Council I earnestly hope 
they will move at once along these lines of 
organization, which mean power, and when 
the Legislature meets next winter the State 
Council of Lilinois ought to meet also, bring- 
ing the combined influence of us all to bear 
in asking for such legislation as our Com- 
mittee on legal work agree upon, and 
no bil! should go before the Legislature that 
was not backed up by the State Council of 
Women. We should have our representa- 
tives constan at the Capital—the State 
Council reguiarly holding its sessions there 
and asking unitedly for the things that have 
heretofore been asked for only by separate 
societies. A law for the better protection of 
women; for raising the age of consent; for 
the teaching of hygiene in all grades of the 
public schools, with especial reference to 
stimulants and narcotics; for compulsory 
education; also for appropriations in aid of 
the industrial school for girls and other in- 
stitutions to which our philanthropic women 
are deyvoted—we must together strive for 


these. 

Locally, a Woman’s League should, in the 
interest of that mothering which is the 
central idea of our new movement, seek to 
secure for — admission . “wr 
committees, rary associations, 
boards intrusted with the care of the 
defective, dependent, and delinquent 
classes; all professional and bus 
ness associations; all colleges and 
rofessional schools that have not yet set be- 

ore us an. open door of ingress; and each 
local league should have the power to call in 
the united influence of its own State league 
or of the National Council if its own infiu- 
ence did not suffice. 
TO ABOLISH THE FLESH SHOWS. 

In the development of this movement I am 
confident that it will impart to women such 
a sense of strength and courage that their 
corporate self-respect will so increase that 
such theatrical bills as we now see displayed 
will not be permitted for an hour without 
our potent protest; and the exhibition of 
women’s forms and faces in the saloons and 
cigar stores, which women’s self-respect will 
never let them enter, and the disgracefui lit- 
erature now for sale on so many public news- 
stands. will not be tolerated by the woman- 
hood of any town or city.

How the Latter's Beauty Won the For- 
mer’s Assent to the Production of a Fall- 
ure. 

New York, Oct. 6 Special. — The femi- 
nine exploit of the week in town is by Estelle 
Clayton in undertaking to realize the herome 
of Amélie Rives’ The Quick or the Dead?” 
Miss Clayton is locally famous as a beauty.

While I feel my utter unworthiness and 
would be giad to evade the responsibility of 
even offering suggestions along with others 
whose style I know to be far more faultless 
than my own. I will endeavor to emit a few 
pregnant remarks, which I trust will be tak- 
en in asinceré spirit and filed with others 
which may be taken in. 

In the first piace I divine that a few in- 
structions, either oral or printed in the fore- 
ground of the journalist’s primer, would not 
be ill-timed. These would affect more espe- 
cially the personal characteristics and habits 
of the pupil and prepare him to proceed with 
a more careful study of the text-books them- 
selves. For instance, how many writers and 
editors we find today who have faulty meth- 
ods of work which have or lized graduall 
into — = habits, difheult to break o. 
und a utely unnecessary to success. 

In writing editorials, therefore, let the 
pupils be early taught to sit erect, with the 
eye upon some object about nineteen and one- 
half feet away, resting the right arm easily 
upon the muscles of the forearm, thinking 
one thought ata time and transferring it to 
paper, then thinking another, and so on till 
these children of the brain get more and 
more seldom, then wipe the: pen caretully on 
a neat little olive-green chenille pen-wiper, 
bathe the head in tepia water, polish the 
brow with a manicure set, and take a brisk 
walk in the open air. 

HOW TO WRITE EDITORIALS. 

Removing the coat in order to write the 
N editorial paragraph is unneces- 
sary: ‘‘We call special editorial attention to- 
day to the ansouncement on first page of 
this issue, to the effect that owing to the 
prevaience of smali-pox, which are now quite 
thick to men, school will not take up till next 
Monday two weeks.”’

more identified with journalism. A man may, 
if he will, just as easily sit erect, throw out his 
chest, and pull in his tongue as to cultivate 
eccentricities and seek to attract attention 
by assuming odd attitudes while at work. I 
know a good, scathing writer who goes in to 
his office about 10 o’clock, locks the door, 
takes off most of his clothes, being wrapped 
up in thought almost exclusively, sits on the 
fourth lumbar vertebra, braces his heels 
against the wall a little above his head, and 
as he works he screws the naiis of his boot 
heels into the hard wall harder and 
harder as de on. One day 
last summer, while working with un- 
usual vigor on an editorial in relation to 
the ever attractive, bright red cancer in the 
Crown Prince’s throat, he was surprised to 
see thirty or forty gold coins tall on nis table 
like a blessed advance in his salary. Look- 
ing up he discovered that with his heel he 
had bored a hole into the vault of the First 
National Bank. next door. Carefully poking 
pack the money, he pasted a shect of paper 
over the hole and, marking it Opened by

He is extremely eccentric in many ways, 
being a thoughtfui and painstaking liar.

He would have 
his house porters who would come around 
regularly aud set everything ® rights, build 
fires in the open grate,just for the beauty 
and coziness thereof, and clear up the house 
generally; his pneumatic tubes through 
which to send the meals ordered by tele- 
1 and waiters detailed, so many to the 
lock, to serve and gather up the fragments 
of the same, at far less cost than now, taking 
the wholesale contract by the year, while 
the average excelience of viands prepared 
by experts would be far higher than at pres- 
ent, with a proportionate increase in the 
health and happiness of the families thus 
served. To preserve the individuality, the 
privacy, and sanctity of home while’ dimin- 
ishing its cost and friction is the problem 
that women in council must set themselves 
to solve.

Specialists in industry everywhere com- 
mand respect and have a first mortgage on 
success, but the infinite variety of indus- 
tries that a muid of all work must carry on, 
whose thankless task is never done and sel- 
dom weil done, ought at this advanced stage 
of invention and enterprise to follow the 
otherwise almost universal law of corporate 
direction. Hach branch of her never-ending 
duties is qppable of being so administered as 
to make it a great business controlied by the 
best brains and handled by trained experts.

Good Is There She Cannot Do? 

Society and government are two circles 
which interplay like rainbows round a fount- 
ain, and that fountain is the home. Women 
in league or council will bring their united 
power to bear wherever in the operation of 
an unjust law, whether it be of custom or of 
legislauon, any woman is defrauded of her 
right. Let us picture them in action: The 
Municipal Council is in session: but the 
Bourd of Directors af the Woman's Council 
is in session also; it represents not some sin- 
gie, isolated, and comparatively unio fluential 
society, but the united forces of Chicago's 
organized womanhood.

Surely this is not the spirit of life who 
went about doing good to the lowly and for- 
gotien. And we, going 
those who need our help, 
a thousand ways of helping 
do not dream of now. while the 
public sentiment we can arouse and educate 
will wonderfully hasten the better day. We 
must be willing to go forward upon this un- 
tried pathway just a step ata time. The 
whole question of tenement-house misery 
will open before us, and we shali yet find 
remedies; the unutterable blem of 
Chicago’s haunts of infamy be under- 
stood and studied as it has not been before; 
the right of workingmen to one day in seven 
for rest; the people’s right to outlaw the 
liguor saloon as well as the gambling saloon; 
these and cognate forms of philanthropy 
will claim our courage and devotion. 

THE GLORIOUS POSSIBILITINS. 

Think for a moment o! all this upon a larger 
scale. When each village, town, and city of 
our State shall bave its league or council of 
good women they can do for their lovalities 
what we hope to do for ours. But we must 
set them the example. As President of the 
Women’s National Council I earnestly hope 
they will move at once along these lines of 
organization, which mean power, and when 
the Legislature meets next winter the State 
Council of Iilinois ought to meet also, bring- 
ing the combined influence of us all to bear 
in asking for such legislation as our Com- 
mittee on legal work agree upon, and 
no bili should go before the Legisluture that 
was not backed up by the State Council of 
Women. We should have our representa- 
tives constantly at the Capital—the State 
Council regularly holding its sessions there 
and asking unitedly for the things that have 
heretofore been asked for only by separate 
societies. A law for the better protection of 
women; for raising the age ot consent; for 
the teaching of hygiene in all grades of the 
public schools, with especial reference to 
stimulants and narcotics; for compulsory 
education; also for appropriations in aid of 
the industrial school for girls and other in- 
stitutiuns to which our philanthropic women 
are devoted—we must together strive for 


these. 

Locally, a Woman’s League should, in the

THE RIVES-CLAYTON FIASCO. 


How the Latter's Beauty Won the For- 
mer’s Assent to the Production of a Fall- 
ure. 

New York, Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The femi- 
nine exploit of the week in town is by Estelle 
Clayton in undertaking to realize the herome 
of Amélie Rives’ The Quick or the Dead?” 
Miss Clayton is locally famous as a beauty. 
She is the affianced wife of Charies W. Du- 
rant, a retired Wall street broker, the rem- 
nant of whose firm went into bankruptcy a 
few days ago. But Durant got out of the 
street at 40 with a fortune, and for several 
years has devoted himself to his lovely sweet- 
heart. She is just about as perfect 
a creature physicaily as the me- 
tropolis holds. Durant has  main- 
tained her handsomely. In the summer she 
has been a delight to the eyes of the people 
at Long Branch and Saratoga, and in the 
winters she is a conspicuously admired re 
in the public assemb s of. the city. Her 
eyes are particularly big and souliul, her 
features are both regular and expressive, 
her form is tall and proportionate, and, 
above all, she knows how to dress herself for 
the best effect. The United States could be 
-hunted over without finding a woman more 
like the Barbara of Amélie Rives’ notorious 
story.. Therefore, when Esteile expressed a 
desire to impersonate on the stage that novel 
creature of fiction, Durant decided to in- 
duige her. The first — to do was to cet 
the consent of the authorees, because no 
dramatization could be used without her 
2 consent. Amélie was at Newport, and 
a letter brought from her arefusal. Then 
Estelle made a trip to that summer resort, 
showed herself to the young novelist, and 
that was enough. Her uty conquered all 
objection, and she came back with the de- 
sired authority. A theatre was the next 
great essential, and none of the managers 
would take any risk in the hazardous enter- 
prise.

AMENDMENT TO 1 DETAINER 
ACT. 

A committee of the Real Estate Board has 
submitted to that body an act amending the 
forcible detainer law, drawn up by W. H. 
Holden, a weil-known attorney, which seems 
to meet the 2 of many members of 
the real estate fraternity. It was referred 
to the Reference Committee to report at the 
next meeting on the advisability of appoint- 
ing as committee to present the mat- 
ter to the next Legislature. It is well known 
that under the present law any tramp or 
other unscrupulous person can get possession 
of a piece of real estate not belonging to him 
and hold it for years in spite of all the efforts 
of the rightful owner. It 1s easy enough in 
ordinary cases to recover possession of 
personal property that has been 
wrongfully taken from its owner, but a tedi- 
ous and vexatious process to secure one’s 
own if 1t happens to be real property. An 
important provision of the proposed amend- 
ment is that giving the owner the right of 
entry on his own property. Thus a man who 


left his premises vacant for a time and on 


his retnrn found that somebody else had 
taken possession could not be kept out by the 
interloper. In case legal action is necessar 
between a landlord and tenant the amend- 
ment provides that the owner shall have a 
speedy trial of his cause, and it is at his own 
option whether he will go into a justice court 
or directly to the Circuit Court. If beaten in 
a justice court, the case’ can be carried up. 
Both sides are heard, and the court decides 
as to the probable damages resulting from 
the removal of the tenant. Then on giving a 
bond for double the amount of the damages 
the landiord can at once remove the tenant. 
In case it isa matter of doubt whether the 
tenant can be ousted or not rent must be 
— weekly pending a decision on that point. 
f the contest is carried into a higher court 
this obligation to pay rent stili stands till the 
matter is finally adjudicated. The new act 
is designed by its advocates merely to protect 
a landlord in what are obviously his rights 
and not to give him any undue advantage 
over the tenant. There are frequent in- 
stances of persons occupying property who 
Openly admit that they have no rights as 
tenants, but they know how easy it is for 
them to stay if they choose, and they there- 
fore take advantage of the imperfections of 
the law. These people often stand in the 
way of important improvements or profitabie

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The ridiculous marbles with which the Art In- 
stitute main gallery was enlivened last week 
have been prudently removed. In the place of 
one of them stands this week a Narcissus in 
modern patina, a factory composite by which the 
incrustation of age is lent to imitation bronze. 
The original is said to be in Naples and to be an 
antique. The scuiptor’s name is not known, or, 
at least, is not given. It is not — of we 
great value, except for its grace torso 
general elegance, It is indeed seriously defect- 
ive. The figure stands awkwardly; it is doubt- 
ful whether a pose could be maintamed with 
the right leg relaxed and the left thrust 
forward at an angle that is . strained. 
There is a defect also in the proportion 
of the left arm from shoulder toelbow. The atti- 
tude is not clearly illustrative of the myth. 
Narcissus was said not to have felt any emotion 
of love until he saw his own image in the water. 
The gesture of the extended right hand is that 
rather of one listening for the echo of his own 
voice than of one suddenly. encountering his own 
image anywoere, and, while the inclination of 
the head may be intended for contemplation of 
a brook, it is wholly lacking in that element of 
surprise ana excitement which the. sculptor 
of antiquity would naturally have imparted to it. 
The figure is nude except for a deerskin thrown 
over the left shoulder, and the sandals. The 
modeling of the fruit on the head and of the hair 
itself betrays the clumsiness of the foundry. It 
is industrial, not fine art, that reproduces works 
in this mode. But itis a suggestive and pleas- 
ing figure, and contains considerable poetic 
fancy. . 

The Rev. Frank M. Bristol has placed on the 
wall an example of Benjamin West's Scriptural 
conceits. It is entitled An Apocalyptic Vis- 
fon.”” The color has so faded and the tone is now 
so sooty that it is diMcult to decipher the design. 
It is not, at all events, one of his noted pictures, 
but may be a reduced copy or study reiated to 
his series of pictures of Revealed Religion 
which are in the Windsor Oratory. It is the first 
example of the American in this city in any pub- 
lic collection, and in that role at least is interest- 
ing. Whiie West never attained a high rank in 
art, being poor in imagination and restricted in 
palette, his success was great enough to make 
American art known in England in the second 
half of the last Genitury. He was born in Penn- 
sylvania in 1788. His yearning for brush and col 
or-box was not only not promoted by his family 
but suffered constant opposition at their 
hands. Establishing himself as a por- 
trait painter in Philadelphia’ he became 
popular, and removed with considerable 
reputation to New York. Ata recent loan ex- 
hibition in Philadelphia seven portraits by him 
were on the wails. He went to Rome in 1700 and 
applied himself to antique and medieval com- 
position. Thence he went to London, where 
powerful friends enlisted for him the patronage 
of George III., for whom he pairted exclusively 
for thirty-five years. He was one of the founder 
members of the Royal Academy, and succeeded 
Joshua Reynolds as its President. He was the 
first, it is claimed, to discard anachronistic 
draperies in historical portraiture, and to dress 
modern figures in the habiliments which they 
actually wore. He was never esteemed a good 
colorist or more than an indifferent draughts- 
man. But his pictures have an individuality 
that arises as much from their inherent defects 
as from any other cause. Thies Apocalyptic 
Vision is fantastic rather than impressive. 

A portrait of the connoisseur and don vivant, 
the late Sam Ward, painted by Mr. John Elliott, 
formerly of Boston, now of Chicago, is on exhi- 
bition in the Art Institute. The artist caught 
the subject in a mood and has placed him in an 
attitude not suggestive of the esprit and shrewd- 
ness associated with his reputation. It is a virile 
piece of work. not seeking after small merits or 
high finish, but instinct with rugged life. A few 
vigorous strokes and a broad treatment in gen- 
eral are all that it avows. The flesh tones, espe- 
cially on the hands, are rather crude, and the 
hands are given a significance in the composi- 
tion which possibly called for more refined mod- 
eling. Mr. Elliott isa young man of academic 
training in decorative work; tertile, gracious, 
and delicate in his designs and color. He has 
not made a specialty of portraiture, but there 
does not appear to be any good reason why be 
should not. He has done the most notable orna- 
mentation of Mr: Potter Palmer's house on the 
North boulevard and is now engaged in a fine 
decoration for the home of Mr. Perry Smith. 
Mr. Elliott was venturesome in abandoning the 
East for the West, and it is matter for congratu- 
lation that his talenta and taste have been so 
thoroughly appreciated here. 

Fac-simile productions of antiques known as 
the Bernay Treasure have been added to the in- 
dustrial art collections of the Art Institute. The 
find has never been authenticated accurately be- 
yond its alleged discovery by a peasant plow- 
ing near Berthouville. It was purchased by the 
French Government, and the original is in the 
Cabinet des Antiques de la Bibliothéque Im- 
périale, Puris. It consists of sixty-nine pieces, 
vessels, fragments, and statucttes. A consignment 
of casts of sculpture has been received from the 
Louvre and will be set up immediately. It in- 
cludes the “Victory of Samothrace, u statue 
of Augustus, considered by many the finest 
draped antique; several bas-reliefs from Thasos, 
and other works. These are apartof the El- 
bridge G. Hall collection. 

The following pictures have been sold in the 
exposition galleries: Walter Blackman’s La 
Belle Marquise,” John Appleton Browas Sum- 
mer.“ Henry Farrer's Near the Sea,” Edward 
Moran's Sunrise on the Jersey Coast,“ Percy 
Moran's *‘ Falling Leaves and Gossip.“ Rein- 
hart’s A Pearly Day,.“ Mrs. Scott's Chrysan- 
themums” (water-color), and Twachtman’s 
bastel A Gray Day in Venice.” 

The ladies interested in the free industrial art 
of the city are endeavoring to secure the services 
of Miss Josephine Locke as superintendent of 
their work. These schools are now established 
throughout the entire city. Their value is social, 
moral, and artistic. They are the kindergartens, 
so to spenk, of the future art community of Chi- 
cago. In them children acquire their first knowl- 
edge and love of beauty, their first sense of line, 
and their first appreciation of order in nature 
andin composition. The children themselves 
are plucked in many cases from homes of squalor 
and poverty. Their attendance at the free in- 
dustrial art schools is often won with difficulty 
in the begiuning; but, after a few Saturday 
mornings with, comrades and teachers, their 
interest begins to wax into enthusiasm. 
They learn to draw, to mofel in clay; 
and to make such dest as their 
ages and opportunities may bring within their 
powers. From these schools they carry home a 
gentieness sorely needed in the poor cottages 
where ignorance and poverty generally find 
room and where brutality is as often as love the 
presiding svirit. They carry into the meagre 
equipment of their living rooms some littie ar- 
ticles of their own making that combine use 
with beauty, and thus the atmosphere of the 
poorest house may gradually be changed from 
emptiness or ugliness to prettiness and taste. 
The schools are in need of expert supervision 
such as Miss Locke would be able to give. A 
meeting in behalf of the organization will be 
held in the Art Institute Building, Woman's 
Club-room, next Tuesday at 2 o'clock. All 
friends are invited. ! 

The American artists residing in Paris have 
been shabbily treated by the National Govern- 
ment in relation to the International Exposi- 
tion to be held in the French Capital next year. 
It was areasonable desire on their part to have 
an adequate representation of American art, 
grouped under National auspices and with Na- 
tional designation. Not only the artists of 
American origin residing in Paris but those liv- 
ing at home and wishing to send works there it 
was the intention to include in the scheme. An 
appropriation was indispensable to meet the 
necessary expenses. Artists are proverbially 
poor. The few who have acquired wéalth are 
not concerned in exhibiting their pictures. The 
representations made to the American Con- 

gress proved futile. This might have been ex- 
pected from a body that refuses to take the im- 
port duty off works of art, notwithstanding 
that France has opened all her schools to our 
American students and afforded us opportunities 
which our youth have availed of in great num- 
bers. it France should follow our example and 
charge @ tax upon American students a misfort- 
une would be inflicted upoa us which could not 
be repaired in a generation. 

Failing to get National aid the artists 
organized a committee and will do the best 
weg 1 sg allow. The committee consists
